{atisfied with this, John Gordon -himfelf began to" pay fome at- 
tention to his niece, and to make fome enquiries, about her firu- 
ation. Upon enquiry he found, that fhe had, quitted the con- 
vent in 1764, and, in 1765, when he firit enquired after her, 
refided in Boulogne, where fhe eutteavoured gp fopport herfclf 
by the labour of her own hands, in which thé found great diffi- 
culty, owing to bad health and a weaknefs in her eyefight. 
Her uncle, upon that occafion, made her a {mall remittance, 
and wrote to her, explaining his conneation with her, and ex- 
prefling his regard for her. He, at the fame time, propofed to 
bring her home to Scotland. In all likelihood John Gordon 
would have fulfilled his intentions, had he not foon after fallen 
into.a bad ftate of health, from which he never recovered, 
Upon 
Gordon returned to Scotland ; and, in virtue of the deeds a- 
bove mentioned, intromitted with his. whole moveables, and 
entered to poffeflion of the lands of Auchanach When A- 
dam Gordon did this, he knew well that Elifabeth Gordon, 
the daughter of his elder brother, was alive, and had a prefer- 
able title to the lucrative tack of Auchanachy.

' 4- Lf the Duke of Gordon, inftead of granting this leafe to 
John Gordon of Auchanachy, had granted an obligation to pay
